Assuming  that  Secretary  of  State 
Lansing  will  sign  the  peace  treaty  for 
the  Uatted  States  along  with  the 
powers  associated  with  the  United 
States  In  the  war.  when  it  Is  signed 
by  the  Germans,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
this  act  will  not  become  effective,  as 
far  as  the  United  States  la  concerned, 
until  it  is  ratified  by  the  United  States 
Senate.  Even  If  that  body  were 
favorably  disposed,  It  waa  stated  to- 
day ratification  might  be  long  de- 
ferred, because  the  Senate  is  in  re- 
cess, and  so  will  remain  until  called 
Into  special  session  by  the  President. 

It  Is  tree  the  President  might  do 
this  by  cable  proclamation,  his  per- 
sonal attendance  upon  the  session  not 
being  required,  but  even  at  best,  It  la 
asserted,  it  is  possible  the  United 
States  might  be  placed  la  the  peculiar 
position  of  technically  being  alone  at 
war  with  Germany  after  hsr  asso- 
ciates had  formally  concluded  peace. 

One  solution  of  the  problem  that 
has  been  suggested  Is  that  In  the 
peace  treaty  Itself  the  date  for  for- 
mally ending  the  war  be  placed  far 
enough  in  the  future  to  permit  of 
action  by  the  Senate  In  the  Interim, 
but  thus  far  no  definite  conclusion 
has  been  reached.

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RUSSIA  IS  FACING 

YEARS  OP  SCARCITY 

ARCHANGEL,  March  14.— Infor- 
mation secured  by  the  Allied  food 
commission  In  North  Russia  and 
from  persons  reaching  Archangel 
from  the  Interior  indicates  that  the 
outside  world  must  deprive  them- 
selves of  breadstuffs  until  the  Rus- 
sian question  Is  settled  and  the 
country  is  again  placed  on  a  sound 
agricultural  basis.

EUROPEANS  SEEK 

CREDITS  IN  CANADA 

PARIS.  March  14.— Greece  and 
Italy  have  Joined  the  list  of  European 
nations  that  are  negotiating  with 
Canada  for  credit  in  loans  which 
would  be  employed  In  the  purchase 
of  supplies  of  manufactured  goods 
In  Canada.  France,  and  Roumania 
have  already  signed  contracts  involv- 
ing credits  of  $26,000,000  each  and 
discussions  with  Belgium  regarding 
a  similar  loan  .have  been  proceeding 
for  some  time. 

The  negotiations  with  Greece  and 
Italy  are  still  In  their  infancy,  and 
the  amount  of  the  credits  desired  by 
these  nations  baa  not  yet  been  stat- 
ed. It  ie  believed,  however,  that 
Greece  will  be  in  a  position  to  pay 
cash  for  most  of  the  things  she  needs, 
and  would  require  only  a  small 
credit

Dominion  Cabinet  Is  Expected 
to  Give  It  Final  Form  in 
Short  Time-^Proposed  Deal- 
ing With  Aliens. 


OTTAWA,  March  14.— While 
draft  of  the  new  federal  franchise 
has  been  prepared  and  printed,  final 
consideration  has  not  yet  been  given 
to  it  by  the  Cabinet,  but  It  is  o 
pected  to  bo  dealt  with  ysry  soon. 

It  seems  pretty  certain  that  the 
principle  of  the  War  Times  Election 
Act,  with  its  effect  of  disfranchising 
alien  enemies,  will  be  continued,  but 
In  a  somewhat  modified  way.  The 
ban  may  be  lifted  to  five  or  to  ten 
years,  and  it,  Is  probable  also  that 
disfranchisement  may  apply  only  to 
such  as  have  been  naturalised  in  the 
last  ten  years. 

Moreover  a  distinction  will'  be 
made  between  the  regular  alien  ene- 
mies and  those  of  a  nationality  which 
part  has  been  sympathetic  to  the 
allies.  The  latter  would  be  allowed 
the  rote. 

Evaders  and  defaulter*  are  to  be 
disfranchised  for  *a  period  undecided. 

The  tight  of  women  not  only  to 
vote,  but  to  sit  in  Parliament,  la 
likely  to  be  asserted.  ' 

The  need  of  a  federal  law  Is  em 
phaslsed  by  the  fact  that  whereas 
women  are  to  have  the  vote  In  all, 
some  of  the  provinces  do  not  pro- 
ride  for  it  now.

attempt  upon  the  life  of  Premier 
Georges  Clemenceau.  was  sentenced 
today  to  death  by  the  court-martial 
which  was  trying  him.  Th« 
was  unanimous. 

In  his  examination  today 
the  court-martial  trying  him  on  the 
charge  of  wilfully  attempting  to 
murder  Premier  Clemenceau,  Emtio 
Cottin  declared  that  If  ho  had  escap- 
ed after  his  attack  on  she  Premier, 
he  would  again  have  tried  to  take  M. 
Clemen oeau's  life  if  ho  thought  .he 
might  succeed. 

-  Cottin  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
shooting  the  Premier  to  May.  IS  it, 
according  to  an  official  record  read 
at  the  court-martial  Of  Cottin.  Which 
opened  today.  In  May.  1919,  the  em- 
ployees of  aviation  factories  were  oh 
strike,  Cottin  practised  shooting 
after  that,  it  waa  said.

tion Committee.  The  Government  la 
also  considering  the  question  of  sub- 
mitting a  plebiscite,  and  the  deputa- 
tion was  told  frankly  that  there  had 
been  representations  on  the  other 
side,  but  of  rather  a  moderate  char- 
acter, the  labor  men,  for  instance, 
desiring  more  "bite"  in  their  beer.  . 

The  speakers  for  the  deputation  In- 
cluded Judge  Lafontaine,  of  Mont- 
real, president  of  the  committee; 
George  Warburton,  Toronto,  vice- 
president;  D.  B.  Harkness,  Winni- 
peg, general,  secretary;  Dr.  It.

7.  The  discontinuance  of  the  defi- 
nition of  intoxicating  liquor  in  the 
Dominion  legislation  is  any  liquor  or 
beverage  which  contains  more  than 
3tt  per  cent  of  proof  spirits. 

Mrs.  Sanford  stated  that  the  habit 
of  taking  wine  at  social  gatherings 
was  growing,  and  she  appealed  to  the 
Government  to  safeguard  the  girls 
and  boys  by  removing  the  great 
temptation.

LONDON.  March  14.— (Canadan 
Press  dispatch  from  Router's.) — Re- 
plying to  a  question  in  the  House  of 
Commons  today  by  Capt  Loseby, 
whether  he  was  aware  that  delay  in 
the  demobilization  of  Canadians,  Aus- 
tralians and  New  Zealanders  was 
causing  considerable  anxiety  and  un- 
rest. Right  Hon.  Winston  Spencer 
Churchill.  Secretary  of  State  for  War. 
said  .the  troops  of  the  Dominions  were 
repatriating  as  fast  as  transport  facil- 
ities would  permit.  Instructions  had 
been  Issued  to  explain  to  the  men  that 
the  reason  for  delay  wa*  solely  due 
to  shortage  of  ships.  The  selection  of 
men  for  priority  was  not  a  matter 
for  the  War  Office,  but  for  the  Gov- 
ernments of  the  Dominion*.  He  waa 
not  aware  who  had  Informed  the  Aus- 
tralian* that  fourteen  ship*  were 
being  set  aside  for  them.  Nothing  of 
the  kind  had  been  done  The  de- 
mands on  shipping  were  most  varied 
and  most  extensive,  and  present 
hopes  might  be  disappointed  periodic- 
ally, but  he  was  quite  certain  the  Can- 
adian and  v  Australian  authorities 
would  explain  difficulties  to  the  men. 
Nevertheless,  the.  greatest  progress  la 
being  made. 

The  announcement  Is  made  by  Reu- 
ter's.

Colonel  Peck  confined  himself  practically  to  a  vigorous  reply  to 
the  recent  rritipiam  hy  air  R*tri  Hughti  irf  tjjsj  Overseas  command. 
Colonel  Peck  dealt  in  vigorous  manner  with  Sir  Sam  Hughes'  allega- 
tions as  to  needless  sacrifice  of  Canadian  lives  in  the  Cambrai  opera- 
tions and  in  the  taking  of  Mons  on  the  dsy  the  armistice  went  into 
effect. 

The  galleries  were  crowded  and  there  was  a  large  attendance 
of  members  to  hear  the  member  for  Skeena  deliver  his  maiden  speech. 
When  he  rose  he  was  greeted  with  prolonged  cheering  from  both 
sides  of  the  House  snd  with  very  few  preliminaries  he  got  down  to 
the  business  of  his  speech.

TORONTO.  March  14. — Mr.  J.  8. 
McKlnnon.  second  vice-president  of 
the  Canadian  Manufacturers*  Asso- 
ciation, speaklne  to  the  Rotary.  Club 
at  luncheon  here  today,  offered  the 
opinion  that  the  present  proposals  of 
the  Western  train  growers  constitute 
a  danger  to  the  wjiole.  of  Canada  at 
the  present  time. 

Regarding  the  labor  situation,  Mr 
McKlnnon  expressed  confidence  that 
as  aoon  as  the  period  of  readjustment 
is  over  there  will  be  work  enough  f 

Touching  the  tariff,  Mr.  McKlnnon 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Cana 
dian  Manufacturers'  Association  be 
Ueves  In  the  maintenance  of  a  cub 
toms  tariff  that  would  provide^  ade 
quate  protection  for  Canadian  In- 
dustry.   Free  trade  between  Canada 
and  the  United  States  would  bo  fol- 
lowed, he  said,  by  requests  for  free 
trade  between  Canada    and  Great 
Britain,  France  and  other  Allies,  even 
China  and  Japan,  "where  the  work- 
men are  paid  a  few  cents  a  day  for 
working  12    hours,    seven    days  a 
week." 

Mr.  McKlnnon  quoted  from  articles 
In  farm  journals  Indicating 
perous  condition     of  the 
farmers,  and  said: 

"We  can  only  conclude  In  studying 
proposals  of  the  grain  growers  that 
the  Western  grain  growers  want  to 
escape  nearly  all  taxation,  including 
the  increased  taxation  brought  about 
by  the  war.  If  the  grain  growers  es- 
cape taxation  the  rest  of  the  people 
will  have  to  pay  more.  If  business  Is 
unduly  taxed  many  bankruptcies  will 
follow,  and  thousands  of  Canadians 
may  have  to  go  abroad  to  seek  work, 
which  would  make  the  taxes  heavier 
for  those*  who  remain. 

"The  Western  grain  growers  may 
have  grievances,  but  the  country 
asks  at  this  time:  Are  the  grievances 
of  the  grain  growers  so  great  that 
they  must  be  settled  first?'  Must  the 
soldiers  wait  and  possibly  be  prevent- 
ed, from  obtaining  employment? 
Must  the  war  workers  who  are  out 
of  Job*  wait  until  the  interests  of  the 
Western  grain  growers  are  safe- 
guarded? 

"Have  the  grain  growers  suffered 
so  much  during  the  war  by  unusual 
heavy  expenses  or  contributions  to 
the  Patriotic  Funds  or  Victory 
Bonds,  that  their  cause  is  more  lm 
portant  than  that  of  any  other  sec 
tlons?"  he  asked. 

"The  manufacturers  do  not  argue 
that  the  tariff  Is  perfect.  It  has  many 
contradictions  and  Imperfections.  As 
It  has  not  been  revised  since  1907. 
and  as  there  have  been  many  changes 
In  our  national  life  since  that  date, 
especially  on  account  of  the  war.  It 
Is  obvious  that  the  present  tariff 
y  not  be  suited  to  the  conditions 
of  today.  We  believe  that  it  should 
be  revised,  but  revised  scientifically. 
We  think  that  the  most  careful  In 
gallon  should  be  made  of  all  the 
strles  likely  to  be  affected  by 
changes  before  these  changes  are 
made.  We  do  not  think  that  the 
tariff  should  be  attacked  In  the  hap- 
hazard manner  advocated  by  the 
grain  growers.  We  think  it  should 
be  revised  item  by  Item  after  the 
most  careful  scrutiny,"  concluded 
Mr.  McKlnnon.

LONDON,  Msrch  14.— The  Bishop 
of  St.  Asaph  writes  to  the  Times  as 
one  closely  associated  with  and  near 
Klnmel  Camp,  where  the  Canadians 
bore  the  discomforts  Inevitable  to  the 
perpetually  changing  demobilisation 
camp  with  patience,  but  the  cancelled 
sailings  week  after  week  to  war-worn 
men,  yearning  for  home,  have  been  a 
serious  matter. 

"A  man  arrives  at  Klnmel,"  he 
writes,  "having  been  told  he  Is  to 
sail  in  a  few  days  for  Canada,  and  Is 
certified. 

The  weeks  pass  and  he  Is  still 
there.  He  may  have  been  In  the 
fighting  line  and  sees  those  who  had 
little  or  no  fighting  allowed  to  sail 
before  him. 

"Thus  the  Are  began  to  smoulder. 
It  burst  into  flames  when,  -  in  the 
Illustrated  Canadian  papers,  the  men 
saw  acclaimed  on  their  arrival  con- 
scripts who  had  done  no  fighting.  I 
doubt  whether  Englishmen  would 
have  borne  similar  conditions  without 
protest.  I  am  certain  Welshmen- 
would  not.  , 

'As  to  the  behavior  of  the  men 
in  Klnmel  Camp.  I  can  speak  with 
Dersonal  knowledge.  Those  In  charge 
Sf  the  canteens,  whom  I  know  well, 
speak  in  high  terms  of  'praise  of  the 
condition  of  the  men.  The  super- 
intendent of  the  largest  hut  camp — 
and  he  speaks  with  long  experience — 
week  after  week  reports  to  me  the 
admirable  conduct  of  the  men. 

•Ladles  residing  in  thels  neighbor- 
hood opened  a  canteen  of  their  own 
accord  for  the  Canadians,  who 
crowded  our  village  city  on  Sundays. 
Amid  the  hundreds  that  visited  that 
canteen,  there  had  not  been  one 
single  instance  of  rudeness  or  rough- 
ness. 

"We  are  proud  to  have  among  us 
_i  men  who  fought  so  bravely  for 
the  motherland." 

The  Evening  Standard  aays  that 
although  nothing  can  excuse  the  In- 
subordination, H  Is  admitted  that  the 
men  had  grievances.

NEW  YORK.  March  14.~Actlon  by 
the  Peace  Conference  to  sltmlnate 
race  prejudice  which  he  termed  "a 
fruitful  source  of  discontent  and  un- 
easiness among  nations  in  the  past." 
was  urged  by  Viscount  Ishli.  Japan- 
ese ambassador  to  the  United  States, 
speaking  before  the  Japan  Society 
here  tonight. 

Nothing  would  contribute  more  ef- 
fectively to  the  foundation  of  a  per- 
manent peace,  he  declared,  than  the 
application  of  a  proper  remedy  at 
this  opportune  moment"  to  'this 
cause  of  international  discord."  The 
constitution  of  a  League  of  Nations, 
he  added,  would  not  be  worthy  of 
the  conference  If  it  omitted  a  pro- 
vision to  right  the  "conspicuous  In- 
justice" srlslng  out  of  prejudice  be- 
tween the  races. 

The  ambassador  indicated  that  If 
this  were  done  Japan  would  not  take 
advantage  of  such  a  provision,  but 
would  adhere  to  her  "gentlemen's 
agreement"  In  the  matter  of  emigra- 
tion td  the  United  States  and  await 
the  time  when  by  -gradual  evolu- 
tion" -the  problem  would  be  settled  to 
the  mutual  satisfaction  of  both  coun- 
tries.

"And  now.  when  this  war  for  Inter- 
national Justice  la  about  to  come  to 
Its  happy  termination,  and  when  the 
world  league  for  permanent  peace  Is 
being  contrived,  why  should  this 
question  of  race  prejudice,  race  dis- 
crimination and  race  humiliation 
alone  be  left  unremedied?  When  re- 
striction or  prohibition  of  discrimina- 
tory treatment  of  chattels  and  com- 
modities Is  being  adequately  provided 
for.  why  should  thH  unjust  and  un- 
justifiable discrimination  against  peo- 
ple be  allowed  to  remain  untouched? 
An  Idea,  however  good,  loses  most  of 
Its  value  if  only  half-e»ecuted.  The 
constitution  of  the  League  of  Nations 
for  which  the  eminent  representaUves 
of  International  Justice  and  peace  are 
now  working  in  Paris,  with  their  un- 
tiring energy,  would  not  be  worthy  of 
the  great  world'  conference  If  it 
omitted  the  necessary  provision  for 
the  remedy  this  conspicuous  toJusUce 
arising  out  of  race  prejudice." 

The  Ambassador  in  conclusion  ap- 
pealed for  common  action  against 
Bolshevism.

Is.  and  that  the  operations  afford 
ed  evldenoe  of  an  ample  wealth  of 
food  fish  to  provide  the  possibilities 
of  the  development  of  an  Industry  as 
yet  practically  unexplolted.  The  ex 
tent  of  possible  profitable  employ 
ment  In  such  an  Industry  Is  evidenced 
by  the  facts  shown  by  the  operation 
of  a  trawler  known  as  the  James  Car 
ruthera  This  trawler  was  operated 
out  of  Prince  Rupert  in  1918  and 
made  a  total  of  forty-nine  trips,  mak 
Ing  In  all  161  days  The  approximate 
catch  was  2,000,000  pounds,  consist 
lng  of  flounders,  sole,  witch,  brill  and 
other  fish.  The  amount  whloh  each 
fisherman  received  for  the  season's 
work  was  approximately  $2,000  dur 
lng  the  operation  of  the  boat.  It  is 
understood  that  the  boat  was  In 
active  for  a  period  of  six  weeks  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  no  oold  storage 
facilities  were  available  to  handle 
the  catch. 

"Your  committee  also  found  that

Owing 
to  the  large  number  that  will  be  or- 
dered by  the  association  the  busi- 
ness men  can  obtain  them  cheaper 
thanjf  they  had  them  printed  them- 

The  second  publicity  scheme  was 
the  distribution  to  the  hotels  and 
restaurants  of  the  Northwest  of  menu 
cards  printed  with  Island  views.  Mr. 
Pendray  told  the  executive  that  he 
knew  how  these  cards  could  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  right  quarters  free  of 
charge.

B.  M  TAXATION  LOAD 
IS  NOTING  SERIOUS 

Vancouver  Member  Holds  That 
Any  Blame  for  Excessive 
Burdens  Attaches  to  Domin- 
ion—A  Maiden  Speech, 

That  any  •complaint  which  the  peo- 
ple of  British  Columbia  hare  relative 
to  the  heavy  taxation  they  are  now  la- 
boring under  should  properly  be  made 
against  the  Dominion  rather  than  the 
Provincial  Government,  was  the  gist  of 
the  argument  which  Mr.  J.  8.  Cowper. 
Liberal  member  for  Vancouver,  ad- 
vanced during  the  course  of  his  con- 
tribution to  the  debate  on  the  budget 
to  the  Legislature  yesterday  after- 
noon. He  declared  that  the  Domin- 
ion, through  its  system  of  tariffs  and 
other  Indirect  means  of  taxing  every- 
thing the-  citizen  used  In  his  dally  pro- 
gross  through  this  vale  of  tears,  placed 
the  heavy  burden  of  from  27  to  42-60 
per  cent  taxation.  It  was  his  belief 
that  the  difficulties  now  being  met  by 
residents  of  the  Province  through  high 
coot  of  living,  taxation,  etc.,  could  be 
better  solved  by  Ottawa  than  by  the 
Provincial  authorities. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Duncan.  .  recently 
elected  soldier  member  for,  Cow- 
ichan.  was  given  a  very  hearty  greet- 
ing on  making  his  maiden  speech.  He' 
also  dealt  with  the  budget  proposals  of 

a  forceful  one.-  •„  < 

Mr.  Nelson,  Liberal  member  for  Slo- 
n,  rounded  out  the  list  of  speakers 
at  the  afternoon  session,  and  at  the 
evening  sitting  Hon.  Dr.  Mac  Lean. 
Minister  of  Education,  continued  the 
debate. 

Mr.  Cowper,  referring  to  the  esti- 
mates as  proposing  to  extract  some 
$10,000,000  from  the  ratepayers  of  the 
Province  At-  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
analysed  the  Items  to  show  that  about 
$1,000,000  would  be  required  for  up- 
keep of  services,  etc..  while  the  bal- 
ance would  be  raised  by  the  Income 
tax,  another  direct  means  of  taxation. 
This  seven  millions  represented  Just 
about  the  maximum  the  people  of  the 
Province  could  stand,  he  said,  bat  It 
was  not  excessive,  he  thought,  for  It 
figured  out  to  about  $18.40  per  head 
of  population.  But  he  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  part  of  this  revenue 
come  from  lands  held  by  outside  own- 
ers and  there  were  thousands  of  men 
who  paid  but  the  $K  poll  tax,  this  year 
It  being  estimated  there  would  be 
some  60.000  men  whose  only  contribu- 
tion to  the  Provincial  exchequer  would 

Mr.  Cowper  resented  the  assertion 
that  the  Provincial  Government  to 
grinding  down  the  faces  of  the  poor 
by  Its  taxation,  but. there  to.  he  as- 
serted, a  form  of  taxation  that  bore 
upon  the  poor— the  Indirect  taxation 
levied. by  the  Dominion  to  the  amount 
of  $180,000,000  last  year.

The  cost  of  every  article  manufactured 
to  Canada  was  based  upon  the  price 
of  the  Imported  article  plus  the  tax 
imposed  by  the  Dd minion,  said  Mr. 
Cowper.  as  he  cited  instances  of  spe- 
cific articles  manufactured  by  United 
States  concerns  who  had  located  plants 
to  the  Dominion.  He  argued  that  In- 
stead of  It  being  a  benefit  to  Canada 
that  such  American  plants  came  Into 
Canada  ■  the  fact  woo,  as  the  figures 
would  show,  that  It  would  actually 
have  been  cheaper  for  Canada  to  have 
kept  them  out  and  paid  the  wages  they 
have  paid  the  workingmen  rather 
than  permit  them,  by  the  keeping  up 
of  tariffs,  to  make  the  enormous  pro- 
fits they  had  received.

vation or  paralyse  Industry.  That 
statement.  Mr.  Cowper  declared,  pos- 
sessed the  Hohenzollern  touch.  It  was 
time  the  people  of  Canada  realised  the 
existence  and  power  of  such  an  organi- 
sation, he  said. 

Mr.  Cowper  also  slated  the  "big  In- 
terests" of  Canada,  who,  he  sold,  had 
already  achieved  a  great  Initial  victory t 
in—that  through  the- exemption  from 
taxation  of  war  loans  issued  by  Can- 
ada— a  policy  not  followed  In  any 
other  belligerent  power  on  the  Allied 
side— they  had  shifted  the  annual  In- 
terest burden,  on  some  billion  and  one- 
half  war  outlays.  The  big  profiteers, 
he  asserted,  had  Invested  their  Ill- 
gotten  gains  In  Dominion  war  bonds, 
and  thus  scaped  taxation'  upon  their 
wealth.  They  would  annually  draw 
down  some  $07,000,000  in  Interest  free 
of  any  tax,  white  the  people  of  Canada 
must  not  only  pay  that  annual  charge, 
but  also  provide  for  the  principal 
debt  The  returned  soldier  would 
have  to  pay  his  share  of  the  cost  of 
the  uniform  he  wore,  the  rifle  he  car- 
ried and  the  ammunition  he  fired  when 
overseas.  Such  conditions  were  the 
factors  upon  which  the  coming  up- 
heaval to  Canada  would  be  based,  Mr.

Expression  of  hto  thanks  for  the 
hearty  welcome  he  had  received  from 
the  House  as  well  as  from  Individual 
members  was  voiced  by  Mr.  Kenneth 
Duncan,  who  confined  himself  to  deal- 
ing with  those  features  of  the  budget 
which  affected  hto  own  riding.

The  Board  of  Trade  haa  for  years 
protested  against  the  payment  of 
these  dues  on  the  grounds  that  at  sen 
there  are  no  men  on  board  the  scows, 
and  that  now,  in  the  event  of  an  acci- 
dent in  loading  or  unloading  In  port, 
the  case  is  covered  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act.  The  board 
haa  also  drawn  the  department's  at- 
tention to  some  steamship  compan- 
ies having  provided  for  hospital 
treatment  of  their  men,  Independent 
of  the  Government's  arrangements; 
also  to  the  fact  that  the  receipt  from

AERO  JOTTINGS 


At  3  a.  m.  on  January  17  a  Bristol

The  principal  spokesmen  for  the 
property  owners  were  Messrs.  K.  W. 
Jones  and  O.  A.  Kirk,  president  of 
the  Victoria  Inner  Harbor  Associa- 
tion. They  referred  to  the  bridge 
scheme  as  a  straight  business  pro- 
position, and  urged  that  it  be  pro- 
ceeded with  piece  by  piece  as  funds 
permitted. 

Mr.  Jones  stated  that  It  had  cost 
his  own  firm,  the  Producers'  Rock 
&  Gravel  Company,  thousands  of 
dollars  to  pay  for  extra  haulage  along 
the  .longer  Government  Street  route 
as  a  result  of  the  closing  of  the  old 
bridge.  This  cost,  he  said,  was 
naturally  borne  by  the  ,  consumer 
ultimately  and  represented  a  large 
Item.  There  were  many  other  con- 
cerns, he  said,  that  were  affected  la 
the  aame  way.  He  advocated'  the

Captain  Carpenter  uses  lantern 
slides  at  many  of  his  lectures  to  illus- 
trate the  more  graphically  the  naval 
history  which  he  relates.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  reasons  why  his 
story  had  had  such  tremendous  popu- 
larity with  people  of  .  all  ages,  as  it 
brings  the  scene  of  this  historic  In- 
cident very  vividly  before  the  listener. 
The  supposedly  impregnable  position 
of  the  Mole  at  Zebrugge.  a*  mile  in 
length  and  eighty  yards  In  width,  a 
triumph  of  German  fortification,  was 
considered  one  of  their  strongest  for- 
tified positions,  and  was  guarded 
ceaselessly  by  aeroplanes.  To  block 
the  canal,  to  blow  up  the  viaduct, 
was  the  work  accomplished  by  virtue 
of  'imagination,  enterprise  and  In- 
trepid courage  on  the  part  of  the  lit- 
tle naval  expedition  composed  of 
ferryboats,  motor  launches,  etc.,  led 
by  the  old  Vindictive.

"Think  of  the  Vindictive  lining  up 
broadside  to  the  Mole  with  the  cement 
wall  towering  twenty-nine  feet  above; 
with  unreckoned  difficulties  facing 
the  eten,  with  the  grappling  hooks 
giving"  way,  with  a*  torrent  of  lire 
pouring  down  on  them  as  they  strag- 
gled across  the  narrow  gang-planks 
and  dropping  over  without  knowing 
what  was  at  the  bottom."  Captain 
Carpenter  said  on  one  occasion  In 
paying  tribute  to  the  men  who  made 
op  the  expedition,  "They  were  true 
heroes,,  every  one  of  them.  1  have 
never  seen  anything  finer  than  the 
way  they  took  the  place  of  the  offi- 
cers who  were  shot."

The  chief  sporting  event  of  this 
afternoon  will  undoubtedly  be  the 
Rugby  match  to  be  played  at  Oak 
Bay  between  the  Foundation  fifteen 
and  an  all-star  team  from  Vancouver. 
This  will  be  the  second  of  a  home 
and  home  serlee  arranged  by  the 
FoundaUon  Club,  who  hung  up  a  vic- 
tory as  the  result  of  the  first,  which 
was  played  in  Vancouver.  The  Van- 
couver team  is  said  to  be  consider- 
ably stronger  than  that  which  lost 
the  first  game,  and  a  good  contest  Is 
expected,  even  though  the  Rugby  of 
today  cannot  fairly  be  said  to  be  up 
to  the  standard  of  pre-war  times  for 
very  obvious  reasons. 

Very  laudable  efforts  have  been 
made  locally  to  keep  the  old  game 
going  while  Its  chief  exponents  were 
away  at  the  front  Most  of  the  credit 
for  this  is  due  to  W.  H.  Device,  who, 
although  not  a  Rugby  man  himself 
prior  to  the  war,  recognised  the  true 
worth  of  the  best  of  British  winter 
games  and  did  a  lot  to  keep  at  least 
a  fair  brand  of  Rugby  going  when- 
ever the  opportunity  offered  to  get  a 
match.  When  the  FoundaUon  Ath- 
letic Club  was  formed  the  members 
adopted  the  policy  of  going  in  for 
every  line  of  sport  available,  and  sev- 
eral' of  the  FoundaUon  men  worked 
hard  to  get  together  a  Rugby  team. 
Bert  Sprinkling,  the.  skipper  of  the 
team,  has  done  a  lot  of  good  work  in 
this  respect,  and  it  Is  practically  en- 
tirely due  to  his  efforts  that  these 
home  and  home  fixtures  were  ar- 
ranged. 

The  FoundaUon  Rugby  team  has 
Improved  steadily  this  season,  and 
had  little  difficulty  In  winning  the 
Victoria  League.  Rugby  has  languish- 
ed during  the  war  even  more  in  Van- 
couver than  it  has  here;  there  was  no 
league  winner  for  the  Foundation 
Club  to  challenge,  but,  rather  than 
miss  the  games,  the  Mainlanders  got 
'together  and  arranged  to  play  a  re- 
presentative team  against  the  Island 
cltfb.  Since  the  last  game  they  have 
been  holding  some  practices,  accord- 
ing to  reports,  and  their  line-up  this 
afternoon  will  include  a  number  of 
old  hands  at  the  game.

Victoria  (Sir  Sam  Hughes)." 

Peck  said  that  he  advan 
with  his  battalion  nine  miles  one  I 
and  took  Ave  towns,  but  they  ne 
tired  a  shot  and  never  lost  a  man.

Col.  Peck  mentioned 
during  this  triumphant  advance 
had  kissed  an  awful  lot  of 
and  the  only  unfortunate  thing

Sir  Arthur  As  Commander 
AS  to  Sir  Arthur  Currie.  he  said  he 
was  a  commander  whom  he  was  proud 
to  have  served  under  with  extreme  af- 
fection and  loyalty.  He  described 
him  as  one  of  the  great  commanders 
they  had  In  this  war. 

Sir  Arthur  Currie,  the  speaker  said, 
was  the  natural  leader  for  a  great 
democratic  army.  When  he  became 
commander  it  was  with  no  political  in- 
fluence, and  his  appointment  had  been 
opposed  by  some  jealous  rivals.  How- 
ever, it  had  met  with  the  approval  of 
the  -  British  Commander  -  In  -  Chief, 
was  the  deciding  factor.  It  also  met 
with  the  hearty  approval  of  all  ranks 
In  the  Canadian  Corps, 
i  Sir  Sam  Hughes,  said  Col.  Peck,  In 
giving  to  the  House  a  list  of  those  who 
distinguished  themselves  over- 
or  had  relations  at  the  front, 
mentioned  Col.  John  A.  Currie,  re- 
marking that  Col.  Currie  should  not 
be  confused  with  another  man  of  that 
ame  who  had  acted  discreditably  on 
the  field  of  battle.  There  was  only  one 
other  man  In  the  Canadian  army  with 
that  name  and  sufficient  rank  to  be 
confused  with  Col.  Currie,  but  If  Sir 
Sam  had  had  another  man  than  the 
leader  of  the  Canadian  Corps' in  mind 
he  should  come  out  like  a  man  and 
tell  who  it  was. 

Sir  Sam  Hughes:  "On  the  contrary, 
I  mean  Arthur  Currie.  and  will  take 
the  first  opportunity  of  saying  so  in 
this  House." 

Campaign  of  Infamy 

"Then."  sam  Co..  Peck,  "if  this 
campaign  of  Infamy  Is  to  continue  I 
deplore  it." 

"May  I  ask  a  question  of  the  honor- 
able gentleman." 'said  Sir  Sam  Hughes. 
"Is  it  fair  that  Col.  John  A.  Curfle 
should  go  through  life  smudged  be 
cause  of  the  misdeeds  of  another,  and 
not  have  his  name  cleared?" 

Col.  Peck  replied  that  he  did  not 
wish  to  enter  into  any  discussion  about 
a  member  of  the  House,  and  would 
have  not  brought  Colonel  Currle's 
name  in  had  he  not  been  desirous  of 
defending  the  Canadian '  commander 
However,  he  declared  if  this  campaign 
against  Sir  Arthur  Currie  continued, 
he  would  tell  some  things  he  knew, 
and  certain  gentlemen  would  curse  the 
day  that  they.  were.  born. 

"I  have  always  had  the  greatest  ad- 
mlraUon  for  the  character  of  Sir  Sam 
Hughes,"  continued  Col.  Peck.  "I  was 
never  one  of  Chose  who  thought  that 
the  honorable  gentleman  had  made  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars  out  of  the 
Ross  rifle,  but  I  think  the  statements 
which  he  has  made  are  unworthy  of 
him." 

Turning  to  the  recent  riots  In  Eng- 
lish demobilising  camps  Col.  Peck  said 
that  probably  they  were  much  ex- 
aggerated. You  could  not,  he  said,  get 
several  thousand  full-blooded  men  to- 
gether without  having  them  transgress 
the  military  law;  which  is  very  much 
stricter  than  ordinary  civil  law.' 

When  his  own  regiment  left  Ger- 
many, even  the  Germans  had  cheered 
them. 

Sir  Charles)  Fergusson  Criticised  \ 
CbL  Peck  strongly  criticised  Sir 
Charles  Fergusson,  Military  Governor 
of  Cologne.  From  the  first  moment. 
Col.  £eck  declared.  Canadians  found 
the  British  authorities  unsympathetic. 
Canadians  were  put  out  of  bounds  by! 
a  message  which  Colonel  Peck  char- 
acterised as  most  Insulting.  It  con- 
tained the  words  "Owing  to  the  con- 
tinued misbehaviour  of  the  Cana- 
dians, Cologne  will  be  out  of  bounds." 

Cbl.  Peck  was  proud  te>  say,  how- 
ever,, that  .there  were  Canadian  off  I- 
oess  who  resented  that  order.  Sir 
Arthur  Currie  replied  that  the  order, 
In  the  way  in  which  it  was  couched, 
could  only  be  considered .  an  Insult, 
and  the. commander  of  the' First  Can- 
adian Division.  General  Sir  Arthur 
Macdonald.  challenged  production  of 
proofs  that  the  Canadians  had  been 
unduly  obstreperous. 

Sir  Charles  Fergusson  made  certain 
charges.  Sir  Arthur  Macdonald  made 
an  Investigation  and  declared  that  the 
number  of  Cnadlans  charged  In  Co- 
logne— not  tsonvlcted — was  very  much 
lower  than  the  number  that  would 
be  normally  charged  among  a  similar 
body  of  men  in  the  same  time.

He  had  been  four  years  overseas 
fighting  for  the  principles  of  Liberal- 
ism, and  If  the  Liberal  party  had  not 
come  up  to  the  scratch  it  was  no 
fault  of  his.  He  had  had  no  belief 
in  the  Liberals  getUng  on  with  the 
war,  but  the  Unionist  Government 
had  offered  them  a  definite  policy, 
while  the  Liberals'  policy  was  of 
shifting  sand  When  the  Liberal  party 
could  show  him  they  had  a  more 
progressive  policy,  and  when  they 
could  convince  him  that  they  were  In 
earnest  and  meant  to  pursue  it.  he 
would  foUow  it  . 

Mr.  Fielding  and  Liberalism 

Hon.  W.  8.  Fielding,  who  followed, 
said  that  one  thing  that  had  struck 
him  was  that  Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell  had 
put  forward  the  view  that  public 
works  would  be  undertaken,  not  so 
much  for  the  good  of  the  community 
as  with  regard  to  unemployment.  He 
said  these  two  things  should  go  hand 
In  hand.  There  was  no  need  to  en- 
gage in  works  that  were  valueless  or 
of  doubtful  value. 

Mr.  Fielding  contended  that  unless 
Canada  had  some  special  reason  for 
requiring  representation  at  the  peace 
conference  he  should  have  been  con- 
tented to  be  represented  by  the 
British  delegates.  Even  if  a  claim 
of  indemnity  was  to  be  made.  Mr. 
Fielding  argued  that  the  bill  could 
very  well  be  made,  out  on  this  side 
and  sent  over  to  the  British  delegates. 
On  only  one  occasion  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  proceedings  had  Sir 
Robert  Borden  been  admitted  to  the 
real  moving  organisation,  the  council 
of  ten. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  had  taken  over 
with  him  one  of  the  ablest  Canadian 
journalists  to  act  as  press  agent  But 
as  there  was  nothing  doing  it  was  be- 
yond the  power  of  John  W.  Dafoe  to 
report  important  progress  by  the 
Canadian  delegates.  He  had  sent  tele- 
gram after  telegram,  but  really  there 
had  been  nothing  to  write  about  Mr. 
Defoe  was  a  master  of  the  art  of 
making  much  ado  about  nothing.  At 
last  on  February  19  the  great  chance 
came.  A  dispatch  from  Mr.  Dafde 
to  the  effect  that  Sir  Robert  Borden 
had  been  admitted  to  a  sitting  of  the 
council  of  ten.  And  what  asked  the 
speaker,  was  under  consideration  on 
this  momentous  occasion?  The  mat- 
ter before  the  council  was  Serbia's 
claims  for  more  territory. 

Coming  to  the  tariff,  Mr.  Fielding 
defended  the  past  record  of  the 
Liberal  party.  While  expressing  the 
view  that  the  Government  by  party 
would  soon  be  again  resorted  to,  and 
that  the  Liberals  were  Ukely  to  do 
most  for  the  country,  he  indicated  his 
intention  of  supporting  the  Union 
Government  for  the  present  He 
would  not  cast  a  vote  having  for  Its 
purpose  the  defeat  of  the  Union  Gov 
ernment  because  of  the  present  lack 
of  unity  in  the  Liberal  party,  which 
makes  it  impossible  for  it  to  assume 
power. 

Other  contributors  to  the  debate 
were  R.  K.  Anderson.  Halton,  Duncan 
Ross,  West  Middlesex,  and  H.  A.  For- 
tler,  pf  Label  le. 

Hon.  Arthur  Melghen  moved  the 
adjournment  of  the  debate.

LABOR  CHANGES 

Conference  at  Calgary  Pro- 
nounces for  Breaking  With 
International  Organizations 
and  Formation  of  New  Union 


CALGARY.  March  14.— One  of  the 
most  momentous  things  that  have 
happened  in  the  annals  of  the  labor 
movement  in  Canada  occurred  this 
morning  at  the  inter-provlnclal  con- 
ference at  the  Paget  Hall,  when  every 
delegate  present  voted  solidly  for 
breaking  away  from  international  affil- 
iation, subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
general  membership  of  the  delegates* 
respective  anions. 

'  Not  only  this,  but  a  new  organisa- 
tion was  formed,  subject  to  a  referen- 
dum, to.  embrace  the  whole  of  the 
workers. 

It  will  be  known  as » "the  one  big 
union."  In  order  to  carry  this  into 
effect  the  conference  adopted  the  fol- 
fowlng  resolution  of  the  policy  com- 

"1.  We  recommend  that  the 
name  of  the  proposed  organisation 
be  The  one  big  union.' 

"2.  We  recommend  that  the  con- 
ference elect  a  committee  of  five*  Ir- 
respective of  geographical  location, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
necessary  propaganda  to  make  the 
referendum  a  success. 

We  further  recommend  that 
delegates  from  each  Province  meet 
and  sleet  a  committee  of  five  to  work 
In  conjunction  with  the  central  com- 
mittee In  carrying  on  the  necessary 
propaganda  to  accomplish  the  wishes 
of  the  convention. 

"4.  We'  recommend  that  the 
drafting  and  issuing  of  the  referen- 
dum be  left  to  the  'central  commit- 
tee,' also  receiving  and  publishing  re- 
turns of  the  vote. 

"6.    In  the  opinion  of  the 
tee  It  will  be  necessary  In 
an  Industrial  form  of  organ! 
work   through  the 
councils  and  district 
no  definite  plan  of  organisation  •  be 
submitted  unUI  after  the  referend

SEATTLE  WORKERS 

HAVE  QUIT  AGAIN 
• 

SEATTLE.  March  14.— Nearly  1.000 
Scettle  shipyard  workers  who  have 
returned  to  work  since  Tuesday, 
when  the  strike  was  called  off,  have 
left  their  posts,  it  became  known  to- 
day, because  of  dissatisfaction  with 
the  terms  of  reinstatement. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  now 
walkout,  the  men  said,  was  the  fact 
that  the  bonus  system  was  abolished 
when  the  men  returned  to  work. 
During  the  war  the  men  were  paid 
bonuses  over  the  regular  wage  scale.

Witness  at  Inquiry  Says  That 
Meis  Won't  Work  More  Than 
Fifty  Per  Cent  of  Their  Or- 
dinary Capacity. 


VANCOUVER^  March  14.— A  re- 
luctance to  start  work,  an  eagerness 
to  quit,  and  an  anxiety  not  to  do  too 
much  work  when  actually  employed, 
are  some  of  the  causes  attributed  to 
unsatisfactory  production  of  work  at 
the  Coughlan  yards  by  Mr.  F.  Bram- 
mall.  secretary  for  J.  Coughlan  A 
Sons. 

.  Mr.  Brammall  took  the  witness 
stand  before  the  Royal  Commission 
at  the  opening  of  the  session  and 
throughout  the  morning  was  under 
examination  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Coughlan. 
Witness  declared  that,  according  to 
his  experience,  extending  over  nine 
years,  seven  of  them  being  with  the 
Coughlan  Arm,  he  was  convinced  that 
the  most  efficient  work  was  done  la 
an  open  shop,  the  next  best  in  a 
closed  trades  union  shop,  and  the 
worst  In  a  ciosed  shop  that  Is  under 
Socialistic  tnftuencea  He  placed  the 
present  Coughlan  plant  In  the  last 
category.  He  said  that  the  men  In 
the  yard  were  operating  to  about  50 
per  cent,  of  their  capacity  and  that 
the  Coughlan  plant  had  been  given 
the  name  of  the  "home  for  the  Idle" 
by  the  public 

"Why  not  discharge  these  men?" 
demanded  the  chairman. 

The  witness  explained  that  until 
the  war  was  over  it  was  necessary  to 
carry  on  as  weU  as  possible,  but  that 
since  then  a  new  efficiency  system 
wag  being  Introduced  which  it  was 
hoped  would  enable  the  management 
to  bring  about  more  satisfactory  con- 
ditions. 

Mr.  Brammatl  said  two-fifths  of  the 
men  were  Idle  at  all  times;  that  the 
men  do  not  keep  on  the  job  a  full 
day  and  do  not  work  a  full  day. 

He  mentioned  different  parts  of  the 
work  of  shipbuilding  that  was  com- 
pleted so  poorly  that  It  required  ad- 
ditional expenditure  to  perfect,  and 
Anally  attributed  the  Inefficiency  in 
the  yards  to  Socialistic  doctrines  and 
leaders.  On  the  matter  ,of  the  low 
standard  of  output  now  followed  by 
the  workmen,  he  Instanced  that  In  the 
plate  shop  a  machine  that  once 
punched  eight  plates  per  day  now  did 
four.  Reamers  now  averaged  about 
200  holes  per  day.  In  the  old  struc-

— The 
large  majority  of  the  workmen  In  our 
yard  are  honest  men  who  are  try- 
lag  to  do  a  fair  day's  work.  But  they 
are  stigmatised  in  their  efforts  by 
the  endeavors  of  another  element.  I 
would  say  that  76  per  cent  of  our 
men  are  good  trades  unionists.  Tee, 
and  I  would  say  that  from  SO  per 
cent  to  If  per  cent  ot  our  workmen 
are  trades  unionists  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  they  would'  object  to  social- 
istic control  in  the  yard  If  they  knew 
It  was  In  existence." 

This  statement  made  before  the 
Royal  Commission  investigating  the 
Coughlan  wage  dispute  at  the  morn- 
ing session  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Coughlan 
served  to  remove  the  Impression 
which,  may  have  been  caused  by  re- 
ports of  certain  evidence  that  the 
workmen  at  the  Coughlan  yards  are 
as  a  rule  of  the  shiftless,  lasy  type, 
it  is  a  very  .small  proportion  that  are 
not  anxious  to  do  their  part  to  build 
up  the  Industry  which  hag  proved 
during  the  past  three  years  to  be.  the 
backbone  ot  the  industrial  life  if  "the 
city. 

While  eulogising  the  honest  class 
of  workmen.  Mr.  Coughlan  con- 
demned Hi  the  most  forcible  manner 
the  socialistic  element,  which  he 
said  was  ruining  the  Industry.  In 
this  connection  he  demanded  that 
Mr.  H.  8.  Nightscalee,  who  represents 
the  Metal  Trade*  Council  at  the  In- 
vestigation, define  his  position.  Was 
he  there,  Mr.  Coughlan  asked,  to  de- 
fend the  Socialistic  element  or  to 
protect 


unions? 

Mr.  Nightscalee  pointed  out  that 
he  was  there  to  protect  the  Interests 
of  the  trades  unions.  He  maintained 
that  he  had  stated  previously  that  the 
Socialists  did  not  interfere  with  the 
trades  unions,  which  pursued  poli- 
cies laid  down  by  their  internation- 
als. 

"Yes,  but  they  are  attempting  to 
do  so,"  Interrupted  Mr.  Coughlan. 

"Not  «t  this  moment."  replied  Mr. 
Nightscales.  "If  you  have  some  men 
in  .your  yard  who  have  Liberal  or 
Conservative  views,  why  should  a 
line  be  drawn  for  those  who  held 
Socialistic  views?" 

"I'  can  only  speak  of  conditions  as 
they  show  themselves  to  be,"  stated 
Mr.  Coughlan.. 

Mr.  Coughlan  produced  an  editorial 
the  Labor 


froi 

the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council, 
which  Mr.  Nightscales  admitted  was 
an  authentic  labor  publication,  which 
denounced  in  the  most  forcible  and 
strong  language  the  radical  element 
In  the  labor  movement  and  stated 
that  It  was  this  element  which  had 
placed  the  labor  movement  In  the 
Seattle  yards  on  the  verge  of  ruin 
and  which  was  aiming  to  do  the 
same  in  San  Francisco.  It  urged 
the  sending  back  to  Russia  of  the 
Bolshevik  element-  and  the  ousting 
from  the  labor  ranks  of  those  "raw 
beet  eaters"  whose  "red  ravings" 
were  ruining  the  labor  movement. 

'That  to  the  crux  of  the  situation," 
stated  Mr.  Coughlan  after  the  article 
had  been  placed  in  as  an  exhibit.

VANCOUVER,  March  14.— Mr. 
Justice  Clement  has  given  Judgment 
in  the  cage  of  the  C.  P.  R.  vs.  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Board  In 
favor  of  the  plaintiff  company  and 
restraining  the  board  from  paying 
out  further  compensation  to  the  de- 
'  the  trades  pendents  of  those  who'  were  lost  in 
the  sinking  of  the  Princess  Sophia. 

The  text  of  the  final  paragraph  of 
His  Lordship's  Judgment  reads: 

"There  will  therefore  be  Judgment 
enjoining  the  board  from  paying  com- 
pensation to  the  dependents  of  those 
lost  upon  the  Princess  Sophia.  In  so 
far  as  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act. purports  to  provide  for  compen- 
sation, on  the  actual  facta  of  the  ease 
It  la,  I  am  regretfully  constrained  to 
say.  beyond  the  power  of  the  Provin- 
cial Legislature." 

His  Lordship  adds  that  If  the 
plaintiff  company  asks  for  costs,  that 
question  can  be  spoksn  to,  since 
whether  the  board  comes  within  the 
Crown  Costs  Act  is  perhaps  question- 
able. 

Hto  Lordship  bases  his  finding  on 
ths  decision  of  the  Privy  Council  in 
Royal  Bank  vs.  Regem  (1913).  an 
Alberta  case,  dealing  with  the  right  of 
the  province  to  legislate  with  extra-' 
provincial  happenings.  He  says:  "I 
am  not  satisflad  with  the  soundness 
of  the  decision  of  the  Privy  Counoil, 
but  I  am  bound  by  it." 

He  further  points  out  that  since 
the  accident  occurred  within  the  ter- 
ritorial waters  of  Alaska,  the  local 
consequences  to  the  company  la  re- 
spect to  the  death  of  those  on  board 
would  be  determined  by  the  law  of 
that  territory.  There  appears  to  be, 
however,  a  very  limited  liability  for 
damages  in  Alaska,  and  no  liability 
at  all  akin  to  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  of  this  province.  This 
immunity  enjoyed  by  the  plaintiff 
company  in  relation  to  its  navigation 
of  Alaskan  waters  is  a  civil  right  ex- 
isting* beyond  this  province,  and  that 
right  would  naturally  be  rendered  a 
delusion  if  the  plaintiff  company  Is 
actually  forced  to  pay  compensation
